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WEALTHY TRIM MAN'S 
MONEY. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


An action was heard in which John Reilly, 
Trim, was the plaintiff and Mrs. Uellie Hope, 
Royal Marine Hotel, Dun Laoghaire, the de- 
fendant. The plaintiff, as personal repre- 
sentative of his brother, the late James J. 
Reilly, of Trim, claimed a declaration that 
the principal and interest due on foot of a 
deposit receipt issued on the Ist & =. 
1930, from the Belfast branch of the Ulster 
Bank for £18,177 10s. 8d. in the joint names 
of James J. Reiliy and Mrs. Hope formed 

art of the personal estate of James J. 
Reilly. He Farther claimed a declaration 
that the defendant is a trustee of the deposit 
receipt for the plaintiff as personal repre- 
sentative, and asked for an order restraining 
the defendant from cashing or otherwise dis- 
posing of the receipt, 

The defence was a traverse of the plaintiff's 
claims, and, alternatively, the defendant 

leaded that if the money on rain was 
tl lodged, as claimed by the plaintiff, James J. 
Reilly created a joint tenancy between him- 
self and the defendant to the extent that 
the moneys should belong to them equally 
during their joint lives and should — to 
the survivor absolutely, The defendant 
further pleaded that the late James Reilly 
declared himself a trustee of the money for 
himself during his life and for the defendant 
should she survive him. 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., Mr. Frice, K.C., 
Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. Bacon (in- 
structed by Mr. D. J. Reilly) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. Lavery, K.C., Mr. 
Binchy, K.C.,and Mr. McGonizal (instructed 
by Mr, L. J. 'O’ Neill) for the defendant. 

Mr. Price explained that James Reilly, 
whose property was in dispute, was a re- 
markable man, who came to Trim in 1888 or 
1889, when he was twenty-one years of age, 
and who, without any great start in life, 
either in the matter of money or education, 
made a most remarkable rise to pros erity, 
dying in 1940 possessed of siniidaveb\e 
wealth. Early in his career he acquired the 
business of Smyth and Co., Trim, a public- 
house and a bottling stores, and he worked 
the business so well that he became very 
wealthy. He married in 1906, and there was 
no issue of the marriage. He died on the 
28th October, 1930, having made a will, by 
which he left all his property to his wife, 
who, however, predeceased him. 

Before her death he had a deposit receipt. 
for £16,000 in both their names in the Ulster 
Bank, and after her death he withdrew this 
sum and, adding other money to it, placed 
a total of £18,177 10s. 8d. on deposit in the 
bank in the joint names ‘‘ payable to them 
or each of them” of himself and the de- 
fendant Mrs. Hope, who was his sister-in- 
law and widow of Mr. Hope, who was well 
known in racing and sporting circles in Ire- 
land. Twice before his death he withdrew 
the principal and interest of the, deposit re- 


si 


ceipt, but om each occasion relodged the 
| Principal, retaining the interest, which on 
| the first occasion amounted to £800 and on 
the second occasion to £551, On his death 
the deposit receipt for £18,177 10s. 8d. in 
his name and the name of the defendant was 
found in his safe and was handed over to 
the defendant. 

Mr. Price argued that the Sp it formed 
part of the personal estate of James Reilly, 
and said that, as most of his floating capital 
was represented by deposit receipts, it was 
unthinkable. that a business man like him 
would allow money out of his dominion 
that he might at any time require 
for his property. It was a remarkable 
thing that once he lodged a deposit receipt 
he” never diminished it, but added to it 
frequently. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Meredith, counsel 
said that the assets of the late James Reilly 
were :—Stock and Shares, £7,899; cash in 
house, £229: two credit current accounts of 
£314 and £545 ; gold in a box in the honse, 
£98; stock seó The at £13,475, and £10,016, 
debts due to him. His own debts amounted 
to £3,000. 

Counsel added that there was another 
deposit. receipt for £2,357 8s. 10d, in the 
name of James Reilly and a man named 
Bernard Reilly, who, although not a relative, 
received a legacy under the will. ‘Lhe 
defendant got no legacy under the will. 

Mr. Justice Meredith commented on the 
fact that Mr. Reilly’s investments were not 
in gilt-edged stock, but in the firms in whose 
goods he was dealing. 

Mr. Price said that traders 
towns were generally successful in their 
investments for the same reason. Small 
drapers throughout Ireland had made fortunes 
by investing in Coats’s shares. 


A SELF-MADE MAN. 

Mr. Thomas Gilchrist, manager, Ulster 
Bank, Ballyclare, gave ev ‘idence that in 1925 
he was a-vashier in the head office of the 
bank in Belfast, and issued a deposit receipt 
in favour of James J. Reilly and his wife 
for £16,700. Mr. Reilly came to Belfast 
himself, and brought the money with him. 
The other receipts were negotiated from Trim. 
The deposit receipt of 1927 was issued, at Mr. 
Reilly’s request, for £18,177 10s. 8d. in his 
own favour and that of Mrs. Cellie Hope, and 
the subsequent deposit receipt—the subject 
of the action—was issued under similar cir- 
cumstances, 

Mr. D. J. Reilly, solicitor, gave evidence that 
he had acted as solicitor for James Reilly for 
along time. The late Mr. Reilly was largely 
a self-made man, and when he died he left 
a flourishing business, which’ included whole- 
sale grocery, a bakery and a mineral water 
works.

amount of house property, farms and business 
houses. He was largely in Mr. Reilly’s con- 
fidence, but he Sa no knowledge of 
the joint — 4 w in Belfast in 
the name ily and Mrs.

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DISPUTE. 


PRINCIPAL’S APPEAL 
ALLOWED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZTGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
appeal which was brought on behalf of Mrs. 
Bridget Egan, principal teacher of Lisduff 
National School, Conntv Mayo, ‘from the ver- 
dict of a jury at the trial of an action brought 
against her and Miss Margaret Egan, 
assistant teacher in the school (since dead), 
the Very Rev. Canon Gallagher, P.P., 
manager of the school, and Mr. H. Morris, 
divisional inspector of ‘schools. The plaintiff 
in the action, Miss Norah Molloy, a teacher 
in the school, claimed damages for alleged 
conspiracy to rernove her from her position. 
The jury assessed damages at £1,000 against 
Mrs. Egan, and found that neither Canon 
Gallagher nor Mr. Morris was in any con- 

spiracy against Miss Molloy. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, reading the judg- 
ment of the Court, said that, in ther 
opinion, when the jury found that ‘neither the 
Very Rev. Canon Gallagher nor Mr. Henry 
Morris was a party to the alleged conspiracy, 
it became impossible on the evulence to sus- 
tain a finding of conspiracy by the Egans 
to secure the dismissal of the plaintiff from 
her employment. The removal of the plain- 
tiff from her employment. was not due to any 
conspiracy on the part of the Egans, but was 
the result of an impartial report of the divi- 
sional inspector, who was appointed by the 
Ministry for Education to hold an inquiry. 
No serious attempt had been made to chal- 
lenge the proprieties of the findings of Mr. 
Morris. 

So far from establishing the plaintiff's 
case that her removal was brought about by 
the two Egans or Bridget Egan alone, the 
report of the inspector and the oral evidence 
at the trial demonstrated that her removal 
was brought about solely on account of her 
deliberate and prolonged insubordination. 

The Court found themselves unable to 
maintain the verdict against Mrs. Egan. 
There never had been any suggestion that the 
plaintiff was otherwise than highly efficient 
as a teacher. Her removal was not due to 
any incompetence on her part, but to incom.

“Abide With Me.” 


Last Sunday was the anniversary of the 
death of . enry Lyte, the author cf 
“ Abide With Me” and: many other 
fine hymns. He came of an ancient 
Somerset family. He was born at 
Ednam, in Rockburghshire, in 1793. As 
a boy he wa: educated at Portora Royai 
School, Enniskillen, and later, in 1813, 
became a Scholar of Trinity College, where 
he won several prizes for poems. When 
first entering College he intended to enter 
the medical school, but abandoned this 
profession for the Church, and later 
became curate of Taghmon, in Wexford. 
Owing to ill-health he was forced to resign 
and travel. In 1817 he settled in Corn- 
wall, where he met and married Anne 
Maxwell, an Irishwoman, daughter of the 
Rev. W. Maxwell, of Falkland, County 
Monaghan. For 24 years he was con- 
nected with the humble fisherfolk of Lower 
Devonshire, where he was

beloved by the poor. 
two months before his death, that he 
wrote the famous hymn, “ Abide With 
Me.” This hymn is sung by the massed 
choirs at the closing of the Aldershot 
Tattoo, and is the King’s favourite hymn. 


Government .Auction. 


The Revenue Commissioners have an 
nounced an auction of abandoned and 
confiscated goods at the Custom House on 
the 29th and 30th of the present month. 
There will be 480 lots, comprising, with 
other things, boots and shoes, motor parts 
and accessories, perfumes, brushes, cigars, 
clocks, watches, spirits and furniture. 
The auction, I am told, will be one of 
the largest of its kind held up to the pre 
sent, and it is possible that people wha 
refused .to pay the duty on the seized 
goods may have an opportunity now of 
picking them up at bargain prices. The 
Customs authorities are apparently 
anxious to make way for the enormous 
quantities of goods and articles which will 
lie on their hands from now onwards as 
a result of the hundred and one new 
tariffs which have been imposed since the 
Budget. The next auction is bound to 
create a record, and people are wondering 
if it will be held before Christmas. 


Ghe Poppu Factoru. 


A ‘correspondent writes to me to say 
that few people realise the tremendous 
effort which the British Legion Poppy 
Factory had to make before Poppy Day 
in order to make good the twenty-one 
million poppies which were destroyed ky 
fire last May at the British Legion Poppy 
warehouse. For four months 350 badly 
disabled ex-Service men were working 
long hours every day to make up the 
deficiency. 

The Poppy Factory is the only one of its 
size in Great Britain—if not, indeed, in 
the world—where all the employés are 
war-disabled men. Most of the workers 
are limb cases, and are unfitted for em- 
ployment in the competitive labour 
market. The factory, which is self- 
supporting, started in a very small way in 
1921, when only five men were employed. 
It occupied premises in South East 
London. With its expansion, new 
quarters had necessarily to be acquired, 
s, what to-day it occupies a large area of 
ground between Petersham road and the 
terrace at Richmond. 

Every scrap of material used in the 
factory is entirely of British manufacture. 
The factory itself, in acdition to putting 
t zether all the different styles of poppies, 
includine wreaths, also makes its own 
boxes for packing, as well as the trays 
— by poppy-sellers on Remembrance

Major McCalmont probably will eo 
down in the history of fox-hunting as the 
equal of the famous Mr. Meynell, of the 
Quorn, who in the middle of the eighteenth 
century established the sport as it has 
been carried on ever since. Hounds to the 
Major mean everything, and on them he 
has lavished both attention and money. 
Kilkenny has always been regarded as the 
Leicestershire of Ireland. t is a good 
scenting country and always stocked with 
prenty of foxes. The establishment of the 

unt goes back to 1797, when Sir John 
Power, of Kilfane, a noted sportsman of 
the period, introduced the first pack of 
foxhounds. From that year onward the 
Kilkenny Hunt enjoyed the very best 
patronage in the country. Among its 
followers were generations of Ormondes, 
Beresfords, the Bessboroughs, the Lang- 
rishes, and members of every other power- 
ful family in Munster and Leinster. 


Scenic Films. 


Since the travel film first made its 
appearance on the screen I have always con- 
sidered it one of the most attractive items 
ci a cinema programme. Perhaps, this 
was because a number of these pictures 
represented scenes in other countries with 
which I was more or less familiar, and | 
was, consequently, in a position to eeon- 
firm the fidelity of the reproduction. Re- 
cently, however, I saw a short picture 
which purported to give cinematographic 
views of a part of Ireland with which I 
am well acquainted. . Apart from the 
fact that this film was profusely decorated 
with shamrocks, harps and green flags, it 
bore only the faintest resemblance to Irish 
scenery, and might have been taken any- 
where. Mr. Lloyd George once complained 
that a small. house which ‘he had bought 
was photographed from an <ngle which 
made it look like a palace. In this pic: 
ture, exactly the opposite had taken place. 
So far as I could recognise them, some 
of the most impressive mountains in Ire- 
land had been filmed so as to resemble 
ant-heaps. In addition, the production 
was by no means improved by the singing 
of the usual sickly-sentimental ballad. It 
pained me to think that this kind of film 
is likely to be ‘‘ broadcast ” everywhere, 
and that some of our most beautiful 
scenery should be represented by a 
travesty compared with which the 
‘‘ Poole's Myriorama”’ of thirty years ago 
was a work of art. 


Honour fer Trish Riographer. 


Dr. John Smyth Crone, who is to be 
the principal guest at a dinner given by 
the Irish Literary Society in London on 
Sunday, is a recognised authority on Irish 
literature in most of its phases, and 
rendered a valuable service to Irish rotted 
some months ago. by his compilation of 
the ‘‘Concise Dictionary of — Irish 
Biography,” which contains nearly three 
thousand thumb-nail biographies of Irish 
literary workers. 

For about forty years. Dr. Crone has 
been in medical practice in Middlesex, 
and is Coroner for the western part of 
the county. He has been a keen sup- 
porter of the Irish Literary Society (which 
sufiered a grievous loss recently by the 
death of its president, Dr. Ashe King), 
and he served as president for seven years 
up to 1925. 

Dr. Crone is much loved by Irish resi- 
dents in London. He owns a fine collec- 
tion of Irish books, including many rare 
books of much value.

The Archbishop of Dubiin made some strong

The Government were not, in his opinion, 
treating the schools fairly, and he exp 
his cou.viction that there was no policy more 
certain to make lish distasteful as a language 
than that of compulsion. ? 

The Headmaster (the Rey. William Ander- 
son) read his annual report, in the course of 
which reference was made to the achievements 
of present and past pupils during the year. 

. A Blackmore obtained a first Mathema- 
tical Sizatship and first entrance scholarship 
at Trinity College, ana A. Horner 4 
Junior Exhibition. The school had secured 
first place in the entrance examination in 
four consecutive years, 

Past pupils won seven Moderatorships, 
twenty two graduated in arts, eight in medi- 
cine and three in ehgineering, while eight 
pupils took the Divimity Testimonium. Uther 
distinctions included two scholarships, three 
senior exhibitions and various special prizes. 

Referring to the question of Irish teaching 
at the scnool, he said that they had given 
loyal support of the policy of the Ministry of 
Education, and. were endeavouring to carry 
it out in the spirt and in the letter. It was, 
therefore, with the greater confidence that ne 
ventured to seck some modification in the in- 
tensive policy recently introduced. 

Until latel senior pupils had been allowed 
to specialise in the subjects which seemed 
most helpful to their future careers. Several 
of these boys had voluntarily chosen Irish, 
and special classes were provided for them. 


A SERIOUS HANDICAP, 


“Under the new regulations,” Mr. Ander 
son continued, ‘‘ every pupil, senior or junior, 
will in a few years’ time be obliged to take 
Irish, Thinking puroly in the boys’ interest, 
I regard this compulsion as a serious handicap 
to the senior pupil, whose time should be 
fully occupied in preparation for his next step 
in life.” 

Compulsory Irish was necessarily a part of 
the poiicy of any Free State Government, 
and a certain measure of compulsion was 
justified in the lower half of the school. It 
was a very dilferent matter that it should be 
applied in the case of senior pupils. sie 
urged that compulsion beyond the inte 
mediate stage should be abandoned, and that 
senior pupils should be allowed the same 
freedom as before in their choice of subjects. 

The athletic side of the school, he con- 
cluded, was in a vigorous condition. The 
hockey team won the Leinster Cup and the 
feotba]l team reached the semi-final in the 
competition for the Leinster Cup. 

The aonair at of Dublin then distributed 
the prizes. Speaking afterwards, he said that 
the whole problem of intermediate education 
was a very press one at the moment. 
As regards the question of Irish, it seemed 
that the screw had been turned again, and a 
further demand of Irish was to be made on 
intermediate students. 

He himself had always tried to deal with 
the subject in a spirit of moderation and of 
loyalty to the Government, but it almost 


seemed now as if the Government had deter- 


mined that schools like Mountjoy must in 
future educate their boys for export. This 
was bound to rouse in the minds of many 
parents a determination that their boys 
muise not, go in Íor the intermediate examina- 
ion, . 


BY FREE WILL. 


He thought that the Government was not 
egy schools of this kind with fairness. 
They had in the past. been loyal on the. 
subject of Irish for the intermediate certifi- 
eate, and they should not be subject to 
additional pressure as regards the leaving 
certificate, Hé instanced the case (as men- 
tioned in the headmaster’s report) of a pupil 
who had attained high honours in Irish, 
havi taken up the subject under the 
voluntary system. In the end, the way to 
make people devoted students of Irish was 
not by compulsion, but by free will. He was 
convinced that there was no policy more 
certain to make Irish distasteful as a 
language than that of compulsion. They 
might obey, but people who obeyed as slaves 
were not much use to those who had driven 
them as taskmasters. 

Senator Sir John Keane also spoke, and 
said that in the present day, when civilisation 
was becoming more and more mechanised, a 
heavy responsibility rested on headmasters 
to see that individyality: was encouraged as 
it should be. 

Canon Hughes, in a short speech, thanked 
the Archbishop and Sir Jo Keane for 
having attended.

R. SEAN T. O’KELLY, Minister for 
M Local Government and Public Health, 

replying to Mr. Sean Broderick 
(C. na nG., Galway), said that the names of 
the persous selected to act as members of 
the Housing Board were—Michael Colivet 
(chairman), Michael Buckley and Senator 
Thomas Johnson. The chairman would be 
aid at the rate of £1,000 per annum, while 

500 per annum would be the rate for the 
other two members. The duties of the chair- 
nan would be whole time, and the other 
members would serve in a part-time capacity. 
‘The several members of the Board had an 
intimate knowledge of rural housing, includ- 
ing the general conditions, and the needs of 
small farmers and agricultural labourers; 
practical experience of the housing of the 
working classes ‘in urban areas, and a 
knowledge of hours and conditions of labour 
in the building industry, The housing staff 
in his department would furnish the rd 
with all the clerical and other assistance re- 
quired. The Board had been established to 
examine housing conditions thoroughly, and 
to advise and assist the Minister In the 
solution of the present housing shortage. 

Mr. SEAN BRODERICK asked if the 
Minister was satisfied that the chairman of 
the Board, who had been a member of that 
House, a traveller and an insurance agent, 
was a fit and proper person to appoint as 
chairman at £1, a year. Would portion 
of Mr. Brckley’s pension of £800 be returned 
to the State, and was the appointment of 
Senator Johnson another sop to the Labour 
Party ! 

Mr. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) asked the 
Minister if he would state whether Senator 
Johnson had made an offer to refund £250 
out of the £500? Would the Minister also 
state whether any Cumann na nGaedheal 
deputy ever made such an offer to the State 
out of his salary, pension or other allow- 
ances ? 

The MINISTER said that he was quite 
satisfied of the men comprising the Board. 
He had received that das from Senator 
Johnson aa offer to give £250 out of his two 
allowances—as Senator. and as _ part-time 
member of the Housing Board. 

Mr. NALLY (C. na nG., Mayo 8.)—Was 
it when Senator Johnson saw the question on 
the Order paper. that he made the offer? 


BUTTER EXPORTS. 


The MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE, in 
reply to Mr. R. 8S: Anthony (Ind. Labour, 
Cork), said that he had considered the 
question of the marketing of creamery butter 
on the Continent, and had decided, after 
consultation with.the Dairy Produce Market- 
ing Committee, that unrestricted exports of 
creamery butter to the Continent would not 
be in the best interests of the industry 
generally, and that such trade, for the 
resent, should be confined to the Dairy 

isposals Company. This decision was con- 
veyed on October 26th to all creameries, and 
non-manufacturing exporters, who were 
informed at the same time that the subsidy 
would not be paid on creamery butter 
exported to the Continent by any exporter 
other than the Dairy Distiedle Company. 


A CORK APPOINTMENT. 


Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Lab., Cork) asked 
the Minister for Education if he would state 
under what circumstances he had refused to 
sanction the appointment of Mr. C. McGiff, 
Cork, as school attendance officer under the 
Cork County Borough School Attendance 
Committee; that, although Mr. McGiff ful- 
filled all the terms of the advertisement, in- 
cluding the Irish language qualification, the 
Minister refused to sanction his appoint. 
ment; and that, as a protest against the 
action of the Minister in refusing to sanction 
Mr McGiff’s appointment, the Catholic 
Dean of Cork, the Right Rev. Monsignor 
Sexton, had resigned from the chairmanship 
and membership of the committee, and that 
Dean Babington had done. likewise. 

The MINISTER said that the appointment 
was not sanctioned, as, from official inquiries, 
his Department was satisfied that Mr. McGiff 
did not sess the necessary qualifications in 
irish. he Secretary to the School Attend- 
ance Committee bad intimated that letters 
of resignation from the committee had been 
received from the Right Rev. Dean Sexton 
and Dean Babington. He saw no reason for 
the holding of an inquiry as the deputy sug- 
gested. 

Mr. ANTHONY said that he would raise 
the matter on the adjournment. 


KNOWLEDGE OF IRISH. 


On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
ANTHONY (Independent Labour, Cork City) 
again raised the question. 

Mr. DERRIG (Minister for Education) said 
that it was quite obvious that the Cork School 
Attendance Committee did not take the ques- 
tion of Irish as seriously as he (the Minister 
did. It was not denied that Mr. McGiff ha 
a knowledge of Irish, but he denied that Mr. 
McGiff had a satisfactory knowledge of Irish. 
The Committee. had even suggested that Mr. 
McGiff should be appointed temporarily. The 
City Manager’s action had shown that Mr. 
McGiff had not enough Irish. He (the 
Minister) was not satisfied from the informa- 
tion at his disposal that the examination 
held by the Town Clerk was of any value. 
On this question he (the Minister) had no 
bias against Mr. McGiff. His refusal to 
sanction the appointment was on the question 
of the candidate not having sufficient know- 
ledge of Irish. 


LECTURE ON CERVANTES 


SIGNIFICANCE OF BOOKS 
OF WANDERING. 


In his third and final lecture on Cervantes, 
which was given yesterday in the Graduates’ 
Memorial Building, Wing College, Dr. 
Walter Starkie, F.,T.C.D., began by 
describing the significance of books of wan- 
dering in the history of literature. ‘‘ Don 
Quixote,” like Homer’s Odyssey, dealt with 
wander.ng, but, like Homer, Vervantes sug- 
gests again and again the desire for rest and 
peace; for we see that continual attempts are 
made to bring the knight back to the quiet 
of his home. Cervantes was 58 when Don 
Quixote was published, and the author's own 
wish for peace was evident, though the peace 
he desired would not exist in the narrow, 
gossiping village of La Mancha. 

Dr. Starkie proceeded to consider Cervantes’ 


works in relation to the great literature of 


““roguery ” in Spain. Nobility, the funda- 
mental qual.ty of the Spanish race, gave rise 
to heroes lik; the Cid, and mystics like St. 
Teresa, both of whom symbolised the activity 
of the Spaniard in practical and spiritual life. 
In the degeneration of this activity to baser 
life we get Don Juan. the. gallant and 
Lazarillo the Picaresque rogue. 

The latter type or.ginated a national type 
ot literature, which spread from Spain to 
other countries, and the Picaresque knave 
was the result of the people’s poverty at that 
time. The conditions in sixteenth century 
Spain bore many traces of resemblance to the 
gangster life of the great modern cities of 
America and Europe, and Cervantes makes 
frequent reference to the societies of thieves 
and to the gypsy tribes. 

The roving life of these vagabonds was an 
expression of the national en of the 
Spaniard but it gave rise to a bitterness that 
we find in the novels of roguery, though not 
in the works of Cervantes. In Spain. during 
te Me ig century, there was a philosophy 
of hunger. 

The language of the robbers and gypsies in 
Spain, he said, had lested until the present 
day, and he himself came upon many 
examples of this during his travels there. 
He then described the edventures of a Don 
Quixote from the point of view of a vavabord 
to-day, and his own rie through (Castilla 
and the vla‘n of Montiel, in La Marche. 
‘The lonely wanderer who carries the book 
with him in Spain,” he said, ‘‘ meets in 
Castilla and La Mancha the same types: he 
meets old school teachers, like Don Onixote: 
he sees h'oated wine-skins that rem'nd him of 
Sancho Panza; and every village contains so 
Hama instead of Mar.tornes to welcome

Dr G. Van B. Gilmour, in the course of 
his paper on. “Margarine,” said :—The 
foundation of the margarine industry was laid 
by Mage Mouries in 1870, during the siege 
of Paris, when he was awarded the prize 
offered by Napoleon Ill. for a butter substi- 
tute. ‘Lhe spread of the industry and its 
magnitude to-day were indicated by statistics 
of production and consumption per head | er 
annum m various countries. Scandinavian 
peoples are the largest consumers of mar- 
garine, Denmark leading with a consumption 
of over 54lb. per head per annum. ‘he con- 
sumption in Germany is 18Ib., in England 
16lp., and in the Irish Free State Sib. 
In the early days of the industry margarine 
was made from animal fats—mainly beef fat 
and lard—but at the present time the bulk 
of margarine contains chiefly vegetable fats. 
Margarine may be defined as a solidified 
emulsion of fat and milk, or of fat and water, 
in which fat forms the continuous phase. It 
is by law limited to a water conteht of 16 
per cent. It contains between 8) and 9U 
per cent. of fat, and about 1, pe: cent. of 


salt. 
PREPARATION OF FATS. 

The lecturer dealt with the origin, refin- 
ing and preparation of the various fats used 
by the manufacturer, such as beef fats, lard, 
cocoanut, palm kernel, ground nut, cotton 
seed, soya bean, etc., and referred to the 
present tendency to have the fat refinery 
alongside the margarine factory, thus 
enabling refining to take place only at the 
rate of margarine production. 

Comparisons. were made between butter 
and margarine, it. being stated that, apart 
from vitamin content, both had approxi- 
mately the same food value. Margarine can 
be purchased with vitamin potency as high 
as the best butter; the cost of adding 
vitamin. concentrates to margarine is very 
little, and hardly affects the retail price. _ 

So long, as there is an appreciable margin 
between the price of butter and the price of 
margarine there will be a demand for the 
latter, and the consumer of margarine can 
rest assured of getting a commodity of high 
food value, prepared under the best hygienic 
conditions. 


DUBLIN FRENCH 
SOCIETY, 


POETS AND POETRY OF THE 
NINETEENTH CENTURY. 


Miss Purser presided at a meeting of the 
Dublin French iety, held yesterday at the 
Russell Hotel. Papers were read on the 

try. of the nineteenth century by Miss 
’ersis Armstrong, Mr. J, Lewis and Mr. 
8. B. Wynburne. 

In treating of the poetical works of Leconte 
de’ Lisle, Miss Aiste pointed out the 
importance of the poet’s birthplace, the Ile 
Bourbon,” whole beauty and exotic charm 
were continually calling to him as he worked 
in France. The wild scenery and savage 
aspect of the isle implanted in him a love of 
freedom that. made him rebel against the 
triviality and restrictions of civilisation. For 
him nature was not the consoler of troubles, 
but an implacable, impersonal force that 
took no heed of man’s complaints. it was 
this conception of Nature as hard and cruel 
that drove him into the darkness of doubt 
and pessimism. Had he lifted up his eyes. to 
the pale Nazarene he would have been 
saved from the despair that burdened him 
all through Jife. His real religion consisted 
in worshipping beauty, especially as con- 
ceived and expressed by the Greeks. 

Mr. Lewis, in his speech on Alfred de 
Musset, said that, however contradictory it 
might appear at first, one could well define 
Musset as a great poet who had not much 
imagination. A great poet contributes to the 

try of his time a new way of feeling 
ba on deep sensitiveness and an ability to 
think prefoundly. Musset was well endowed 
with the ifts that make a poet great; he 
had remarkable intelligence, an innate love 
of beauty, an artistic temperament, and a 
lively wit; but it would be an ge, 
to call him a profound thinker: usset at 
times approached genius by the depth and 
the power of his sensitiveness, which became 
exasperated his perpetual self-analysis. 
This was responsible for his deep lassitude 
and the wounds of his heart that were never 
healed. 

Victor Hugo was dealt.with by Mr. 8, 5. 
Wynburne from the Ma:xist point of view. 
He estimated Hugo's claims to be a prophet 
and traced his influence on the minds of his 
day. Like Dickens, Hugo quickened the 
social conscience of his generation into taking 
some account of the victims of the industrial 
revolution Hugo's ideas were not original ; 
in fact, as Faguet had stated, they were 
merely tardy reflections of the ideas current 
at his dav; but this want of originality did 
not detract from his position as one of the 
leading disseminators of Socialist ideas. 
Unfortunately, not being an historian, Hugo 
was unable to see the essential antagonisms 


between the classes, or to realise where the. 


logical application of his views would lead. 
His chief contribution to the class struggles 
of the nineteenth century was not ideological, 
but emotional; his powerful verse, with its 
combinaticn ot rhythm, colourful images, 
startling antitheses and exactness of phrasing, 
stirred many young men into embracing the 
cause of the oppressed. He never ‘indicated, 
except with the most meaningless platitudes. 
the sort of Utopia he was aiming at, nor did 
he show how the ideal city was to be reached ; 
but he set in motion the emotiona) forces 


which were so well seized and directed by) 


the Socialist theoreticians.

The MINISTER for AGRICULTURE ex- 

ldined that officials would report to his 
sagen tar the estimated wheat yield, and 
the Minister would then fix his quota for the 
flour millers. Ef the millets reported that 
they could net get sufficient home-grown 
wheat and that the percentage fixed was too 
high, the Minister could vary the percentage 
downwards. On the other hand, if the 
officials reported that there was more home- 
grown wheat than could he absorbed by the 
millers, the percentage could be raised, 

Professor O’SULLIVAN—That left the 
regulation of the percentage-to the millers, 
Suppose the millers refused to iake wheat 
as not being suitable for milling into flour 
and that sttch avheat never got into their 
bands? There should bé seme method of 
distinguishing between millable and non- 
millable wheat. Who was to decide whether 
the wheat which was not taken over by the 
millers was of good quality or not? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that, supposing it 
was as. easy te distinguish between millable 
and non-mmllable wheat as it was to dis- 
tinguish between a bad egg and one not so 
bad, the procedure would be to impdése an 


obligation on the miller to mill the millable 


wheat and leave the producver to dispose 
otherwise of the nen-anillabie But at present 
there was nothing that would enable a seller 
to go to a miller and say: ‘* You have got to 
take this wheat, because it has passed al! 
the test.” A miller for some reason of his 
own, or because of transit difficulties, might 
refuse to take it and leave really millable 
wheat on the farmer's hands. 


PURCHASE OF WHEAT, 


Some of his amendments were designéd to 
get over the difficulty by making it obligatery 
on the miller te purchase a certain quantity 
of wheat and leaving it to his own discretion 
whether he would mill it or not. That would 
achieve the object of the bill, which was to 
encourage the growth of wheat and increase 
the acreage under it. The miller could turn 
the wheat which was not suitable for con- 
version into flowr into feeding stuffs instead, 
or he could offer it to the Minister to take 
of his hands in some way, 

Mr. LEMASS said that would leave it 
open to a farmer to sell wheat to a mmilér 
aud then buy it back from the miller as mere 
feeding stuff. á

The War Debts. 


The United States is determined that 
there shall be no hiatus in the payment 
of War debts. Ten days ago the British 
Government suggested that the question 
of its liability should be reopened, and 
that in the meantime Britain should be 
granted a moratorium on the payments 
due from her in the middle of next month. 
President Hoover has taken Mr. Franklin 
Roosevelt, the President-elect, into his 
and has issued a lengtliy 
statement. The effect of it is that the 
United States opposes the idea of a 
further scaling-down. To remit the debt, 
or a part of the debt, says the President, 
would be merely to transfer Great 
Britain’s burden to the shoulders of the 
United States. Moreover, he does not see 
why a moratorium should be granted on 
the coming instalment; the air will 
be cleared more effectively if Britain 
pays her instalment,. and then pleads 
her case as a solvent debtor. The 
reply is positive in tone, but it does 
not shut the door entirely. Britain, in 
the American view, has not established 
her case as yet for a postponement of the 
instalment. She merely has asked for it, 
but she has given no ‘solid reasons in 
support of the plea. If such reasons can 
be provided, it is not impossible that the 
United States will make the generous re- 
sponse. There is no doubt that Britain 
can furnish any number of reasons, and 
in all probability she will be quite ready 
to offer them. 

Britain’s case is simple—she has reached 
the limit of her resources and cannot 
pay. At the moment her internal 
debt is colossal, and shows no sign 
of a decrease. Her unemployed amount 
to millions ; her trade is at its lowest ebb ; 
she has no money. She need not resort to 
any other argument—to the plea, for in- 
stance, that Mr. Baldwin’s bargain in 1923 
was unduly favourable to the United 
States, or that she is getting no money, or 
very little, from Germany. In parentheses, 
however, she may use one very telling fact 
to prop her case—a fact which has been 
realised long ago by all Americans who 
possess a grip on world affairs. The truth 
is that the United States has suffered 
severely through her insistence on the pay- 
ment of War debts. She has denuded the 
European nations of money, thereby lower- 
ing their standard of living, forcing them 
to shut their ports against foreign goods, 
and restricting the process of trade. How 
does America. hope to take Europe’s 
money, and yet to maintain the commerce 
on which her own prosperity depends? 
The result of her misguided policy can be 
seen in the bread-lines of New York and 
Chicago, the hunger-marchers of the 
Middle: Western States, the shivering 
thousands who throng the night-shelters 
of every important town. Never before 
has the United States known such dis- 
tress, and a great part of it can 
be assigned to the reduced purchasing 
power of the Jiuropean nations. 

Britain’s case, however, can take no 
more than passing cognisance of American 
distress. It must be based entirely on the 
hardship which War debts impose on her 
own struggling citizens. One thing is 
definite—that no question of default must 
be permitted for an instant. Whatever her 
difficulties may be, Britain must pay the 
impending instalment if the United States 
remains obdurate. The honouring of her 
bond will mean a large Budget deficit, 
further economies in every quarter, and 
an increase of the burden of taxation on a 
people which already is taxed almost 
beyond endurance. Everything, however, 
must be preferred to default. We hope 
that Mr. Hoover's insistence on his pound 
of flesh will not be carried to such a point 
as to strain the good feeling that exists 
between England and the United States. 
The harmony of those nations matters a 
very great deal to the peace and comfort 
of the world. United in spirit, they form 
the most. stabilising influence which the 
world knows to-day; divided, they must 
carry the nations into opposite camps and 
may demolish the structure that men have 
striven for twelve years to build. It is 
not easy to disturb the harmony of those

“The ‘Copsabages p REM SS of The 
Times, in a valuable article, discusses re- 


cent movements in the Danish market, 
with particular reference to the effects of 
the Ottawa agreements. For many years 
Denmark has supplied Great Britain with 
the bulk of her imports of agricultural 
produce. The Danes had come to regard 
free trade with Britain as a kind of 
religion, and they hardly have been able 
to realise yet that the Ottawa Con- 
ference has deprived them of their 
old benefits. Virtually 80 per cent. 
of Denmark’s total exports consist of 
butter, bacon and eggs, and of this amount 
Great Britain hitherto has taken at least 
80 per cent. It is safe to assume, there- 
fore, that the British market absorbed 
about 70 per cent. of Denmark’s total ex- 
ports, and no serious attempt ever has 
been made to develop the home market. 
Denmark’s per capita consumption of 
butter is the lowest in Europe; her con- 
sumption of margarine is the highest, 
although Denmark is the greatest butter- 
producing country in the world. Now 
that Britain has restricted bacon imports, 
the outlook for the Danish farmer is 
bleak, and there is widespread uneasiness 
at the chances of further agreements with 
the Dominions... The Danes must find an 
outlet for their surplus produce, which 
has been increasing in volume of late. 
Falling prices have hit them very severely. 
Bacon exports. for the first nine months of 
the present year increased in quantity by 
7 per cent., but fll in value by 10 per 
cent., and the possibility of a still further 
fall in wholesale prices is by no means 
remote. Clearly something must be done 
by the Danes, who are very practical 
people and realise that their very 
livelihood is at stake. The suggestion has 
been made in all seriousness that they 
should apply for admission to the British 
Commonwealth of Nations; but they 
have an almost equally effective means to 
recover their lost position. The Danish 
Government exercises the strictest control 
over all the national imports. It can 
decide what commodities may enter the 
country and what countries may be per- 
mitted to supply them. A_ delegation 
representing Danish trading interests 
proposes to visit London in the near 
future in order to open negotiations with 
the British authorities; and, in the words 
of The Times Correspondent, it “will be 
able to offer British industry a master 
key to the Danish market.’’ There is not 
the slightest doubt that the Danes will 
make a strong effort to come to terms with 
Great Britain. In the meanwhile the Irish 
Free State, whose interests in the British 
market are even greater than those of 
Denmark, seeks to solve her economic 
problem by retaliatory tariffs and a 
suicidal twisting of the lion’s tail.

To the public Tom Finlay was known as 
a brilliant scholar and advocate, and as a 
“a yeas: who, in his short time in the Dail,

He was 
the embodiment of the highest traditions of 
advocacy. No man ever fought his cases with 
greater earnestness or with a more deter- 
mined resolution to m@ke the most of every 
point, big or little; but even in the flush of 
advocacy he was scrupulous never to take 
the slightest unfair advanta If a witness 
gave an answer which might arise from a 
misunderstanding of the question put to him, 
or if his answer was obviously hurried and 
random, Tom F rue ie his eross-examiner, 
would be the first to age to him that, 
erhaps, he did not Peal appreciate what 
he was saying. In addreseing the jury he 
was scrupulous not to distort or exaggerate 
one scrap of the evidence.

WRONGFUL CHARGING OF 
PRISONERS. 


The report, which is dated 15th Septem- 
ber, proceeds : — 

From the evidence given before us we 
find :— 

1.—That Detective-Officers Myles Mul- 
downey and Michael Christopher Carroll, 
and members of the party consisting of 
George Gilmore and others, were guilty of 
jeering at and taunting each other at the 
Cappa road, Kilrush, on the night of Sun- 
day, the 14th August, 1932, but that 
Messrs. Gilmore, Ryan and Lowe did not 
take part. therein.

IV.— That: the said Detective-Officers 
Muldowney and Carroll caused Messrs. 
Gilmore, Ryan and Lowe to be wrongfully 
charged with shooting at and attempt- 
ing to murder them, the said detective 
oficers, and, for the purpose of 
causing them to be so charged, deceived 
their own superior officers by making to 
them false and misleading statements. 
We are of opinion that the superior 
officers acted in good faith, having been 
misled by these false statements. 

V.—That, in effecting the arrest of T. J. 
Ryan at Kilrush Hospital, Detective- 
Officers Myles Muldowney and Matthew 
Mulkeen committed a serious assault on 
the said T. J. Ryan by beating him about 
the head with their revolvers; but that, 
having regard to our finding at No. IV. 
above, although Detective-Officer Mul. 
downey knew that the arrest was unjusti- 


ified, Detective-Officer Mulkeen was not so 


aware. | 

VI.—We are of opinion thatthe com: 
plaints of delay in conveying T. J, Ryan 
to hospital after arrest have not been 
established, and that Superintendent 
Feeney and Sergeant O'Reilly did every- 
thing in their power to have him removed 
to hospital as soon as possible after. his 
arrival at the Garda Siochana station. 

We find that during his detention in 
the station he was not in any way ill- 
treated. 

VII.—Regarding the allegations of ill. 
treatment of Mr. George Gilmore in the 
hospital, we are of opinion that he was 
unnecessarily disturbed and annoyed. 
having regard to his condition, by 
Detective-Officer Thomas Murphy, but 
that the charge in this respect against 
Detective-Offcers Bernard Hanly and 
James Brennan has not been proven. No 
allegation was made against Detective- 
Officers Patrick McCaffrey and James P. 
Hughes, and we are satisfied that they 
acted with every consideration. 

VITI.—That the allegations regarding 
the ill-treatment of Mr. T. J. Ryan in 
hospital have not been sustained.

Council re-assembled this afternoon. 

Mr. Matsuoka was called upon by the 
President, Mr. de Valera, to reply to the 
Chinese comments on his statement on 
Monday, and a series of vigorous accusa- 
tions against China punctuated that reply. 

‘* Anti-foreignism,’’ he said, ‘* still pre- 
vails in China. Hatred of the foreigner is 
taught in the nurseries and schools. : The 
spirit of the Boxer movement still 
actuates Chinese politicians.’ 

Japan, said Mr. Matsuoka, viewed this 
spirit with the greatest. anxiety; for she 
feared that within ten or fifteen years 
another movement might break out many 
ang ge than the rising of the Boxers 
in : 


JAPAN SCORES POINT. 


Mr. Matsuoka refuted the policy of con- 
tinental expansion attributed to Japan. 
Twenty-six centuries, he said, had only 
produced one so-called Napoleon, whose 
“Ma ong forces were a failure. He 
ridiculed as an absurd fake the so-called 
Tanaka Memorial, which was circulated at 
the Pan-Pacific Conference at Kyoto, and 
which professed to be a memorial to the 
Emperor of Japan from the then Prime 
Minister, Baron. Tanaka, deprecating 
Japanese ambitions in respect of the Con- 
tinent of Asia. 

Mr. Matsuoka dealt with the Chinese 
boycott of Japanese goods, and scored a 
telling point by quoting American State 
papers regarding the first Chinese boy- 
cott, which was directed against America. 
America, he recalled, took decisive action. 
She called up her Pacific Fleet, and the 
anti-American boycott was called off 
within twenty-four hours. 

Mr. Matsuoka insisted that Japan was 
not opposed to Chinese unity. On the 
contrary, Japan had actually saved the 
Republic of China when even America had 
refused its help. Sun Yat-Sen, the 
founder of the Republic, had often taken 
refuge in Japan when his life was in 
danger. 


WAR WITH RUSSIA, 


In spite of all that, Mr.:Matsuoka con 
tinued, China had never shown any grati- 
tude. _ She had concluded a treaty with 
Russia whereby Russia secured hegemony 
in Manchuria, and built a railway 
directed at the heart of Japan. Japan 
was forced to fight, and at the cost of 
thousands of lives and a debt of millions 
of yen drove Russia out, and handed back 
Manchuria to China. If Japan had 
known then of the existence of a secret 
treaty between China and Russia she 
would have kept Manchuria, and the 
present situation would not have arisen. 
Mr. Matsuoka finally challenged the 
Chinese statement that delay in settling 
the Manchurian problem entailed the risk 
of bloodshed and of suffering on the part 
of the thirty million Chinese in Man- 
churia. The great majority of these 
ple, said Mr. Matsuoka, were far 
appier than the inhabitants of the civil 
war-ridden and bandit-infested China. 
Dr. Wellington Koo’s reply on behalf 
of China was brief: Althougir the Tanaka 
Memorial had been scoffed at, Dr. Koo 
pointed out, Mr. Matsioka hadénot men- 
tioned the policy outlined in it, which 
had been the policy of Japan for a couple 
of decades. He referred to Japanese 
evasions in regard to the twenty-one de- 
mands, which were first denied and then 
finally admitted, and said that in these 
circumstances China could not help feel- 
ing distressed about the Tanaka Memorial. 
eferring to the anti-Japanese boycott, 
Dr. Wellington Koo said that if the 
boycott, as alleged by the Japanese, was 
war disguised, then China would prefer 
a boycott by the Japanese to the occupa- 
tion of her eastern provinces by Japanese 
troops. 


MH. DE VALERA’S PLANS. 


As for Japan’s alleged desire to help 
China to unite, Dr. Koo said: ‘‘ Save us 
from assistance like the operations at 
Shanghai, the bombardment of defence- 
less towns, and the occupation of terri- 
tory the size of France and Germany 
combined. One doesn’t help a family by 
kidnapping one of its members.”’ 

Mr. de Valera announced that he would 
ask Lord Lytton and other members of 
his Commission to consult and inform the 
Council whether the views expressed in 
the present discussion caused them to 
desire to modify or make any addition 
to their report. 

Mr. Matsuoka objected to this pro- 
cedure, but Mr. de Valera insisted that 
the Commission was still in being. 

Lord Lytton said that the Commission 
would meet and reply as soon as possible, 
but as a Commission, not individually. 

Subject to the Japanese reservation, 
Mr. de Valera said that the Council 
agreed to this course. 

If the session of the Council proves 
very protracted, Mr. de Valera may, it is 
learned, find himself obliged, in view of 
the state of affairs in the Free State, to 
return to Dublin and hand over the chair- 
manship to somebody else.

_oee were moments yesterday when 
more deputies were to be found in the 
Senate gallery than on the benches of the 
Dail. 

While the Dail was grappling wecrily 
with the 270 amendments to the Wheat 
Bill in Committee, the Senators, for once, 
were enjoying a really interesting day. 
On the one hand, there was the spectacular 
performance of the Minister for Finance, 
who assumed the mantle of his absent 
leader, and told the story of Ireland’s 
wrongs. 

The Minister was explaining to Mr. 
Guinness, during the second reading 
debate on the Appropriations Bill, that, 
although provision had been made in the 
Bill for the payment of the R.I.C. pensions 
to Britain, it did not follow that the money 
would be paid, but that, on the contrary, 
if a settlement were not reached, the 
Government were prepared to utilise the 
moneys to “ finance the emergency.’’ 

The Government, he declared, after a 
reference to ‘‘ the manner in which this 
issue has been clouded on the other side of 
the water,’’ believed still that justice and 
right would in the end prevail, and that 
the Free State would be able to retain the 
annuities and the R.I.C. pensions, 


OPEN TO CONVICTION, 


“ At the same time,” he added, “ we 
are leaving ourselves a mind open to be 
convinced—if conviction is possible upon 
the evidence of the history of this matter 
—that Great Britain may be right.’’ It 
was for this reason that they were asking 
for authority to provide these moneys out 
of the Central Fund, though he stressed 
the fact that the Executive Council did not 
waver in their conviction that they were 
entitled to keep the moneys. 

“ But it has to be realised,’ he con- 
tinued, “ that this dispute cannot go on 
indefinitely, and that we cannot continue 
to tax our people for an indefinite period 
in order to ease this situation, which is not 
of our own creating.” 

There were loud cries of “ Oh!’ at this 
statement, and still more emphatic pro- 
tests a moment later when, after announc- 
ing that the British had refused to con- 
sider the Free State’s claim on any other 
ground than that of ability to pay, he 
declared: ‘‘ That is an attempt to impose 
a humiliation upon this people which our 
whole history proves we can never accept. 

Mr. MacEntee spoke with assurance of 
the State’s financial position, saying that 
the Budget estimates of revenue seemed 
likely to be very considerably exceeded, 
while the deficit was almost £240,000 less 
than it was last year. He was, however, 
frankly apologetic about the failure to 
take any steps to bring about the 
pee economies, and the best 

ope that he could now hold out was that 
‘when a satisfactory settlement is reached 
in the present dispute we will be able to 
bring proposals before the Dail in due 
course. ' 

With regard to the proposed ““euts”' 
in Civil Service salaries, which he admitted 
had beer a much thornier problem than 
the Government anticipated, he informed 
the House that the Committee had now 
reported, that he was considering their 
reports (he spoke in the plural here), and 
that he “ hoped the Government would be 
in a position to take such action as it con- 
sidered the present circumstances justified, 
at an early date.” 

“I am not going to conceal from the 
House,’’ he said, “that it is a serious dis- 
appointment to me not to secure agree- 
ment with any branch of the Civil Service 
where agreement was required, or asked, 
and that, in view of failure to reach that 
agreement, I had to take special steps +o 
deal with the matter.”’ 


A QUORUM COMEDY. 


Probably the most amusing comedy of 
tactics that the Senate has ever staged 
came, shortly after Dr. Gogarty rose at 
seven o'clock to move his resolution calling 
upon the Government to '' return to a 
policy of love for Ireland instead of hatred 


for England.” It was a motion which 
embarrassed some of Dr. Gogarty’s friends 
and infuriated his opponents.

“I wish respectfully to draw your 
attention, Chairman, to the fact that 
there is no quorum.”’ said Mr. O'Neill] 
solemniy, and again the Chairman 
counted. 

“I wish members would count instead 
of mai me keep on counting,” he said 
reprovingly. 

Dr, Gogarty accordingly was able to 
resume his attack upon the Government's 
policy, which he described as “‘ bag- 
snatching,’ and upon the President, 
whose mind, he said, was “ walking

, FROM OUR CoRRESPONDENT 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

ENTIONING that the total number of 
Vi students at Queen’s University, 
Belfast, was 1,469, eight more than 
last year, Sir Richard Livingston, the Vice- 
Chancellor, in his annual report, presented to 

the Senate yesterday, stated :— 

““Our numbers in part reflect a growing 
appreciation of the value of university educa- 
tion, Their proportion to the popuiation is 
still below that of university students in 
Wales, and still more below Scotland. But 
in part they reflect industrial depression. 
Unable to find employment in business, the 
boy or girl on leaving school turns to the 
university, It seems better to spend time in 
study than to do nothing; a degree is an 
additional qualification, and is the only road 
to many professions. But it must be re- 
membered that employment in the profes- 
sions is not unlimited. Medicine still seems 
able to absorb graduates. But teaching is 
fully manned. The days have passed when 
the mere possession of a degree secured em- 
ployment, though, doubtless, graduates may 
increasingly find here, as they have already 
found in America and Canada, employment in 
retail trade and in positions where twenty 
years ago no one expected to see them. ; 

“1 will conclude by putting the two anti- 
theses which compose the truth. There is a 
limit to the demand for recruits to the pro- 
fessions, And, anyone who has rightly used 
and really profited by a university education 
has a wealth which only death takes 
away.” 

Sir Richard also reported on the growing 
work and the needs oí the university. 

“I may allude,” he said, “to the 
financial embarrassment which the departure 
from the gold standard causes to the library, 
and, in a lesser degree, to scientific depart- 
ments that require apparatus which is not 
made in Britain. We are fortunate in being 
able to make a considerable amount of our 
apparatus on the spot, but much we must 
buy. And one cannot make German or 
American or other foreign periodicals or 
books in Oueen's. They are essential to the 
University’s work. Yet, when we come to 
purchase them, we have a third less money 
than eighteen months ago,” 4 
_ A most important development of the year 
in their curriculum, he added, was the new 
course for a B.Sc, in Industrial Science, 


NINETEENTH CENTURY 
VIOLIN MUSIC. 


"Kane 
SIGNOR GROSSI'S LECTURE. 


“Johannes Brahms was the outstandinp 
musical genius of the nineteenth century,” 
said Signor Ferruccio Grossi, when he con- 
tinued last night at the Royal Irish Academy 
of Music, Westland Row, Dublin, a series of 
lectures on the development of violin music 
through the sonata and solo from the 
seventeenth century onwards. On this 
occasion the lecturer dealt with the nineteenth 
century as his period, and gave musica! 
illustrations of his thesis, Madame (Grossi 
accompanying him at the piano. 

“From point of view of technique violin 
music reached perfection in the nineteenth 
century, went on Signor Grossi. '' Harmony, 
however, was very weak, and too much atten- 
tion was devoted to soloists.’’ During the 
hundred years which he - as revitwing there 
was a great development, and this gave rise 
to what he would describe as an abomination. 
This was the arranging of selections from 
opera for soloists by many composers. (Grand 
opera was excellent when played by a band 
or performed in a theatre. When, however, 
& violonist, a pianist, or any other solo 
instrumentalist played operatic selections he 
was merely wasting his time. This abomina- 
tion gave rise to yet another abomination 
typical of the century—the variation upon an 
operatic theme. ‘' There were only two 
masters who could write variations properly, 
Mozart and Beethoven. All else failed.” 

Previou: to playing two movements of 
dw Bériot’s Concerto in G, Signor Grossi told 
his audience that the music of this composer 
was rather shallow, and appeared to be more 
difficult to the listeners than it really was. 


Every teacher of music, however, owed a 


debt of gratitude to de Hériot,
